The © critical condition of the

production and the elimination of 
dtrikes whilst amalgamations to 
diminish overhead charges 
and to reduce costs,. closer 
attention to the by-product: indus- 
try; and the more general’ intro- 
ductioh of ‘time-saving . modern 
appliances «re among the pro- 
posals which will be considered by 
the Court of Enquiry or Royal: 
Commission which Mr. Baldwin
